1 . The Board Decision on Appeal was mailed March 3'"'^ 2009. The Board's 
decision was to affirm the Examiner in part. Examiner's 102 rejections of claims 3, 5, 
16, 18-20 and 23, and 103 rejections of claims 10-15 and 17 were affirmed. The Board 
reversed Examiner's rejection of claims 8, 9, 22, 24 and 25. 

2. Applicant has agreed to cancel the affirmed claims by Examiner's 
amendment below. Claims 8, 9, 22, 24 and 25 are in condition for allowance.
